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Editorial Comment 
Why: Not 2 


The old, old question of changing the school colors has 
arisen, and discussion waxes warm and fast in student groups. 


That the change is necessary is the opinion of many of. 


the student leaders, most of them being members of the Letter- 
men’s club. The present colors are said to be impractical, in- 
artistic, and non-representative. The arguments can be re- 
cognized as true, for the colors have found little place on 
the athletic field because of impractibility; they are more or 
less negative in artistic value; and they are decidedly not 
reminiscent of anything Spanish. The strongest argument 
against them seems to be that they are impractical, the purple 
fading and washing into the white, and the white becoming 
soiled easily. 

Colors which have been decided upon by the Lettermen’s 
club and executive board are black and old gold, which it is 
felt would fulfill all conditions which the present colors do 
not. The only problem which might be found is that otker col- 
leges have similar colors. No school, however, has the iden- 
tical colors. 

Adoption of new colors,.on the other hand, is not so feas- 
ible from a financial view point. It must be remembered that 
purple and white athletic blankets have been purchased, pur- 
ple seal stationary is on hand in large lots, and white numerals 
have already been issued. Blankets may be dyed, paper may 
be discarded, numerals may be recalled and new ones issued, 
but it will all run into a tidy little sum of money, which the 
somewhat exhausted student treasury could not provide. 


A second objection to the adoption of new colors is made} 


in favor of alumni, and of the tradition of purple and white. 
A new color tradition cannot be built over night. Also, a 
change this year may mean. more changes in the future. 
Colors may be abolished whenever someone decides they are 
not good, or for any other superficial reason. 

_ One thing is certain, that is if a change is made, it must 
be definite and complete. There must be nothing left of the 
old colors—no use of them on posters, paper or seals, no 
mention of them in songs or handbooks. There must be a 


complete censorship in everything pertaining to the college. 

As a summary, therefore, let us suggest that new colors 
are desirable for practicalibility, appropriateness, and beauty, 
but on the other hand may prove both expensive and opposed 
to custom.

The perennial question of changing 
the college colors has again precip- 
itated itself into our midst. 

There are three requirements for 
good college colors. It will be well 
for the reader to ask himself how 
well the present colors fulfill these 
requirements, and to apply them in 
accepting or rejecting some of the 
many new combinations that are 
now being proposed. 

First: servicability. How easy are 
they to obtain? Are they good com- 
bination for sweaters and _ decora- 
tions? Do they generally fade? Do 
they show dirt readily? 

Second: distinctiveness. Is the com- 
bination different from that of neigh- 


|boring high schools and colleges? 
| Third: appropriativeness. Is 
color combination suggestive of the 
Dons of old Spanish California which 
our college is attempting to emulate? 

The present colors have two ad- 
vantages (1) distinctiveness and (2) 
the weight of twelve years of tra- 
dition. Our college is, however, com- 
paratively young and a wise select- 
ion of colors now will be a heritage 
and blessing to the future. The pre- 
sent colors were selected before the 
idea of the Dons had been adopted. 

Santa Ana junior college belongs 
to the West.

Anderson’s art department of the 
“Vimes” has been called the most 
unique department of its kind in 
Amevica. A _ great interest in art 
sponsored by a heartfelt desire to be 
& portrait painter influenced the 
making of his department, as_ he 
termed it, “one with a soul’. 

To be a portrait painter had al- 
ways been his desire and dream and 
when, after spending several years 
at the Chicago Art Institute and in 
New York, he discovered that the 
strain upon his eyes was too great 
his disappointment was very keen. 

He never lost interest in his work, 
however, and when offered the posi- 
tion of art reveiwer by the “Times”, 
he accepted. 

“As I was physically unable to be 
an artist I did all in my power to 
make art reveiwing an Art,’”’ Ander- 
scn said. ‘Every reveiw that I wrote 
' tried to make a masterpiece as 
much as I would have done had I 
been painting a picture. I believe 
tnat study in technique in painting 
js a necessary requisite and reguire- 
ment in order to criticize artists’ 
work, and in as much as I’ve had 
that training it was not difficult for 
re to put into my review the clear 
exposition of the painter’s aim.”
